UN Vetoes Split Western Big Three 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. O h — Anglo- 
French vetoes of United States proposals to end 
fighting in the Middle East confronted the “grand 
alliance” of the W estern Big Three today with 
its most serious postwar diplomatic crisis. 
The U. N. Security Council was scheduled 
to resume discussion today on the Israeli-Egyptian 
dispute and the related Anglo-French military 
actions. 
. 
In Cairo, an official spokesman said Egypt 
would demand an immediate meeting of the coun­ 
cil to consider Israeli “aggression” in the Sinai 
Peninsula. 
Use Veto Twice 
Britain and France used their veto twice 
during Tuesday’s tumultous council sessions to 
block Security Council action which would have 
torpedoed their plans to move troops into stra­ 
tegic positions in the Suez Canal Zone. 
Observers said the split among the W estern 
Big Three was the most serious since World 
W ar II. 
U. N. diplomats made plans to call the Gen­ 


eral Assembly into emergency session to deal 
with the British and French moves to occupy the 
canal zone. 
There is no veto in the assembly.

through three council meetings, from Tuesday 
morning to shortly before midnight, found the 
Soviet Union aligned with the United States 
against Britain and France on a major interna­ 
tional issue for the first time in U. N. history. 
Brings Close Collaboration 
And at one point, it brought close collabora­ 
tion between Russia and Nationalist China, the 
delegation the Soviets usually ignore. 
The Soviets accepted suggestions from the 
Chinese Nationalists in rewriting the cease-fire 
resolution.

A Propaganda Dud

There is, of course, nothing new 
in Soviet Premier Bulganin’s lat­ 
est proposal Bp President Eisen­ 
hower—^transfixed by letter—that 
H-bomb tests be suspended. 
What is different is its timing, 
and the fact that Bulganin chose to 
disclose it to the world via Mos­ 
cow radio before the President had 
a chance to read it. 
Since this procedure violated all 
normal and reasonable rules of 
diplomatic exchange, it is clear 
that propaganda, not progress in 
Benning nuclear weapons, was Bul­ 
ganin’s main purpose. 
We are accustomed to the Rus­ 
sians breaking over the. traces for 
propaganda avantage. 
But this 
is the first t A they have done 
It in such a 
as to interfere in 
an American election. 
In the light of the debate cur­ 
rently flaring between the Presi­ 
dent and Adlai Stevenson on the 
H-bomb, f^ulganin 
could hardly 
have been unmindful of the effect 
his proposal would have. 
Both for thimmason and because 
Bulganin delitwred a patent insult 
by not waiting until the President 
had read*his letter before releas­ 
ing its contents, Mr. Eisenhower 
reacted with understandable irri­ 
tation. 
Stevenson says he it concerned 
that the President did not give the 
Soviet proposal “ sober considera­ 
tion.” But sp o rts from his head­ 
quarters inafcate he agrees that 
the plans offers nothing new. 
What really troubles him, his 
associates say, is his belief that 
Mr. Eisenhower seized upon the 
clumsily handled Bulganin letter 
as 
a “device” 
for 
distracting 
American voters’ attention from 
the Stevenson suggestions for sus­ 
pension of bomb tests. 
It seems certain, however, that 
the controversy will im fact go 
raging on right down to the final 
ware. 
The President's indignant reply 
to Bulganin may or may not serve 
his campaign purposes. But clear­ 
ly it was dictated by the circum­ 
stances of the proposal’s presenta­ 
tion. 
Bulganij^desArved to be re­ 
buked, whetfMPBr not the doing 
of it affects this campaign. It was 
the Soviet premier’s fault, not Mr. 
Eisenhower’s, that the subject was 
injected as it was.

captain who left his job with the 
Soviet Purchasing Commission in 
1945 and sought asylum bere. 
Kravchenko has written “I Chose 
Freedom” and other works. 
He 
has been involved in a major libel 
suit in Paris, brought by him. It 
is l l years since he “came over.” 
Yet on the occasion of the shoot­ 
ing incident, he was disclosed to 
be 
living under 
the protective 
name of “Peter Martin.” 
Two young men rang his apart­ 
ment doorbell, JOidently seeking 
to get back intow r apartment they 
had visited earlier. 
Kravchenko 
stepped outside. An argument fol­ 
lowed, leading to an exchange of 
blows. At this point, the Russian 
raced to his bedroom, grabbed a 
pistol and shot one of the men. 
This can hardly be dismissed as 
just a fit of Russian temper. Krav­ 
chenko obviousl^was suspicious. 
Ute Central Intelligence Agency 
was sufficiently concerned to ask 
pollee not to identify “ Martin” as 
Kravchenko. 
It’s a dramatic 
lesson in the 
Meaning of the Communist police 
state. Though they be at the ends 
if the earth, defectors never quite 
leel wholly safe.

Even as toe colonel and his sin­ 
gular audience watched the ma­ 
chines and the men labor, utilities 
crews carved their way into the 
earth and rock of Harrington. Wa­ 
ter mains were checked, valves 
reopened, pressure restored. House 
wives showed pleased expressions 
as the faucet taps gurgled, hissed 
the clearing air, and poured spar- 


struction, of the determination to 
keep Harrington alive. 
It listed, 
also, the present casualty toll of 
168,913 dead and missing. 
The great Eastern Electric fac­ 
tory was a tangled shambles, still 
too hot to approach, still within 
the dying yet fearful heat of the 
firestorm. The destruction of toe 
great plant was a serious blow to 
toe nation’s electronics production, 
but not an irreparable loss. Even 
now the supplies for the factory 
were redirected to nearby plants. 
Thousands of men poured into 
the sprawling works of the Olym 
pus Jet Corporation, 
voluntarily 
working 12 and 18-hour shifts, la 
boring overtime until full comple­ 
ments of skilled tradesmen anc 
machinists were available to main­ 
tain 
round-the-clock 
production. 
The shining, powerful jet engine* 
rolled down the production lines. 
Army ordnance experts swarm­ 
ed into Harrington’s small but crit­ 
ical nut-and-bolt factory, 
which 
had become one of the nation’s key 
sources for critical tank and gun 
parts. Cargo planes stood at read­ 
iness on Logan Airport, waiting to 
transport immediately the preci­ 
sion parts from the plant to wait­ 
ing factories. 
Only last night the machines of 
the factory had been threatened by 
devastating fire. 
There was in 
this vital single factory. 
effec­ 
tive, working, internal-disaster or­ 
ganization. Exactly 14 hours after 
the attack, maximum production 
was resumed. 
However, death and flaming de­ 
struction still existed within Har­ 
rington. Horror stalked toe streets 
with the great reconstruction ef­ 
fort, for the workers often discov­ 
ered, as they toiled, the grisly re­ 
mains of the buried dead in toe 
collapsed 
homes and 
buildings. 
Dust, smoke, debris were every­ 
where, and the devasting impact 
of the steadily climbing death toll 
was a black shroud from which no 
man could hide.

Soviets Ready to 
Discuss Troop 
Withdrawals 


MOSCOW (IF—The Soviet Union 
says it is ready to discuss the with­ 
drawal of all Soviet forces from 
Hungary, Poland and Romania. 
The sweeping declaration was 
contained in a formal government 
statement issued Tuesday night re­ 
garding the Soviet’s relations with 
its Communist neighbors. 
It said continued presence of 
Soviet troops in Hungary could 
lead to “greater deterioration” of 
the situation there and that dis­ 
cussions 
should be opened 
on 
“ whether a further stay of U.S.S R. 
advisers in these countries is ex­ 
pedient.” 
Faced with the Hungarian re­ 
bellion and opposition to old Com­ 
munist ties in Poland, Russia dras­ 
tically revised its entire military, 
political and economic policy to­ 
ward the other nations in the Com­ 
munist camp. 
The new government view was 
also believed to extend to East 
Germany, Bulgaria, Albania and 
Communist China. But the imme­ 
diate consideration appeared to be 
the question of Soviet troops in the 
East European satellite countries.
